To determine what happens to 
the enlarged heart of the” athlete, 
two German investigators, ‘Drs. 
Felix Deutsch and Emil Kauf of the 
heart station in Vienna, ‘extended 
their observations over period of 
five years, examining repeatedly 
athletes who had shown enlarge- 
ment. of the. heart following com- 
petitive training. : 
© Pour hundred and fortyssix ‘uth- 
letes were. examined. in this study, 
somo of them from four to six 
times. . wa 

“or instance, onc oarsman ‘was’ 
first examined after he had had 
a half year’s training in rowink. 
He then rowed ldsy strenuously for 
a year and followed this with soma 
track training, after which there. 
was again four months of the 
hardest kind of training in rows. 
ing. -aAt this time he developed 
ed palpitation of the heart’ after 
rowing, and it was found that his 

had enlarged in size, He 
permitted to continue his 
ing tentatively for two w 
during. which his heart apparently 
accommodated itself to new condi-” 
tions so that all of the symptoms 
disappeared, Evidently the heart 
had enlarged to accommodate new 
demands und was able to ‘eom- 
pensate for these demands when 
the demands were continued. 

The ‘observers were also able to 
study the hearts of some persons 
wwho ‘had been examined.“ fifteen 
‘years before “by another investi- 
gator.‘ Apparently the hearts of 
some ofrthe athletes had ‘enlarged 

eadily over this petiod. A phy- 
sician 45 years old who had been 
a champion swimmer and athlete 
up to the age of 43 had a sufficient 
change to indicate uctual damage 


to the heart. 


‘the outstanding 
observation was that the heart, size 
does not vary" greatly during a, 
period of “at- least ‘Your years of 
athletics, sometimes five, in which 
the: heart will develop rapidly and 
retdrn to normal.” Sometimes the 
enlargement is indicated by ‘symp- 
toms of palpitation, ° difficulty in 
breathing ‘and a feeling of weight 
over the heart, but in most -in- 
stance the complaints are | 80 
slight and sd little noticed that 
the person trains on without dis- 
turbing himself shout them, 

The physicians believe that it is, 
wise to study the heart in athletes 
regularly and to find out whether 
or not an enlarged heart shows a 
tendency to increase in, size or to 
remain unchanged. If it tends to 
deerease or to remain for some time 
unchanged, the person may be 
allowed to proceed with . exercise 
put under careful control. 

The age of the individual con- 
cerned is “important. With  ade- 
quate medical. inspection, athletic 
training may be permitted to every 
person who. possesses requisite 
musclar’ development irrespective 
of his age. The danger of com- 
petition for the young . seems to 
have been somewhat exuggerated, 
but athletic activities of men well 
on in adult life should not be per- 
mitted without rigid control.

DISEASE, as

’ The death has occurred of Pro- 
fessor . Willem Einthoyan, the 
Nobel -prizewinner of 1924, - who 
was principally famous for his in- 
vestigations of. the functions of. 
the heart, and was tho invontor 
of the heart salvanometer or 
cardiograph.—Reuter. 


Willem wsinthoven the Duteh n me- 
dical expert, was born at Sama- 
rang, Dutch East Indies, in May, 
1860. He studied medicine, and 
later became. Professor of Medi- 
cine at Leyden University. 

His important device for study- 
ing and‘depicting the action of the 
heart, known as the electric car~ 
diograph won him the Nobel Prize 
for Physiology and Medicine. in 
1924 

AS the result” of his labours 
physiological knowledge regard- 
ing the hqdrt hag been consider- 
ably increased, . and ‘physicians 
have been provided with a new and 
important means of diagnosis. 
The cardiograph devised by him 
makes it possible by electrical 
transmission to register the action 
of the miiscles of the heart and 
depict it on a strip of paper in the 
manner of ‘the registering Darome- 
ter, thus showing how the heart is 
woraing ung how each individual 
part is functioning, what sort of 
irregularities are occurring, and 
in many cases the cause of these. 

To-day there is hardly a clinical 
institute or large hospital in which

An armed robber was captured 
in Jalan Besar, -Singapore at 
last week.

A Shot Finds a Mark.

After his capture the man lay, 
apparently , badly wounded, but 
subsequent medical + examination 
revealed that the shot had merely 
passed through the fleshy part of 
the thigh without doing any ser-

The shot man has been indenti-,

All reports agree that the

in this region, and the latest 
authentic information received 
from an oye-witness in Sungkiang

Ta the Coroner’s Court at Singa- 
pore, last week, before Licut.-Col.

Coroner's Criticisms. 


The Coroner added the followiag 
rider to his: finding: 

The assault took place about 
100 yards from Giang Ah Long, 
deteétive No. 1... attached to 
‘Rochore Police Station, and Sergt.- 
Major Chuit Bin Ambang, (No. 3, 
of © Division). ao 

The detective’ was armed with a 
revolver, but the Sergeant carried 
a Police whistle, ‘but, Wo weapon 
of defence’ whatsoever. When 
closely interrogated py nic the 
Sergt.-Major admitted that: 
“Detective No. ‘1 had 2 service 
‘revolver loaded with six rounds, 
and spare ammunition ‘in his 
pocket. .He also had an electric 
forch. The cartridge case now 
produced’ belongs to an automati, 
the magazine of which holds ten 
rounds, with. one inthe breech, 
making a total of 11 rounds,. Even 
if only two automatics were im 
the hands of the gunmen, they 
swould have had at their disposal! 
22 rounds of ammunition ‘any of 
which would kill. oo 

“Revolvers are only issued to 
European ‘inspectors and Chines2 
constables.. I can use 4 revolyer, 
but I did not take one from the 
station because the detective had 
one. The official sidearm for 
Malay: P.C. is a baton. They do 
not take out rifles unless ordered 
to do so by their superior officers.

on the. pawn. shops yesterday, 
Whatever may be said of the Chin- 
ese in general no one-can accuse 
them of failing to take advantage 
of any Situation where there is a 
prospect of gain for themselves, no 
matter at whose expense that gain 
is. made. : : ' 
Many of the pawnshops paid’ 
out ‘for pledges in silver... Most 
of the articles in store were pledg- 
‘ed when the C. C. banknote was 
as nearly worth a dollar ag it ever 
has been, Hut sit Central China 
banknotes for one dollar was too 
good a bargain’to be resisted. 


This was apparently the only buai-. 


ness in banknotes that was done 
yesterday. ' People with articles 
in pawn bought notes at the rate 
quoted, and rushed immediately to 


the pawn shops to redeem their: 


pledges... : 

In the French Concession where 
a large number of pawn shops ate 
situated, the police were kept busy 
throughout the day keepiig some- 
thing like order. among the re- 
deemers, who apparently, momen- 
tarily expected the shops to close, 
their doors, or state that they 
would take no-moxe bank notes for 
the redemption of pledges,’ In,the 
Japanese concession, where one 
large pawn shop: is situated, an- 
“xiety was greater by reason of the 
. fact that Japanese contro} permit- 
ted only, one person at a time to 
enter the pawn shop which is 
situated quite close to the bar- 
rier. Until this one came out 
smiling with his ‘cheaply’ recover- 
ed-proporty no others were. allow- 
ed to enter. , 

Here there was no talk of rush; 
ing the ‘premises and obtaining 
their pledges . willy nilly, appli- 
ecants simply had to stand and 
await their turn, evincing their | 
displeasure, at the apparent slow- 
“ness by an occasional howl, which 
relieved their féclings and did 
nobody any harm. The shops con- 
tinued to give out. pledges through- 
out the day without the slightest’ 
appearance of worry, and none ob- 
jected outwardly to receiving the 
notes, whatever'they may have felt
